McKoin was arrested 
in connection 


rlth the. Morehouse parish kidnaping 
Rnd murder cases. 


The writ was made returnable im- 


medlatel;'. At about the 
same time 


Dr. McKoin was 
arraigned 
for a 


hearing before Justice Stanlelgh m 
central police court, but at ithe re- 
quest of the detectives on the case 
the justice adjourned the examina- 
tion until next Jan s. This -was in 
compliance to a telegram from Gov- 
ernor Parkei- of Louisiana request- 
Ing: that Dr. McKoin be held for ten 
days and 
saying that 
extradition 


papers would be forwarded. 


POSTPONE HEARING 


Dr McKoin was then taken to the 


office of State's Attorney Leach pre- 
liminary to the habeas corpus hear- 
ing before Jndge Gorter. 


Upon tho request of Attorney Car- 


man Judge 
Gorter 
postponed the 


habeas corpus hearing until tomor- 
row. 


Former United States District At- 


torney Robert 
R. Carman 
who is 


counsel for Dr. McKoin said that he 
vould fight any effort at estraditin 
on the part of the governor of Louis- 
iana. He declared he believed 
that 


tnere wa« no prima facie cnarge of 
murder against the former mayor and 
he expressed 
the belief 
that 
the 


Louisiana officials called for his ar- 
rest here because they wanted him 
more- as a witness or for the purpose 
of 
obtaining possible 
information 


from him. 


NOT A STUDENT 


Contrary to reports that Dr JIs- 


Kom was taking a post-graduate 
course at Johns Hopkins universitv- 
Brady institute, university officials 
declared that McKoin had n5 official 
connection with the institution and 
that he was a guest of Dr. Hugh H 
Young, head of the Brady institute. 


Dr. 
McKoin 
yesterday 
denied 


knowledge of the murder oE T P. 
Puchards and Watt Daniels, whose 
mutilated bodies were found in Lake 
LaFourche. 


"All I know," he declared, "is that 


both men who -were killed, were on 
the bad aide—the side of bootleggers), 
punmen and men 
who 
associated 


with negro women." 


He stated that he has been in Balt- 


imore since Oct. 1, and had left Her 
Rouge after an attempt had been 
made to assassinate him. 


Dr. McKoin insisted he was not a 


•member of tr- Ku Klux Klan He 
praised the organization sayme, "The 
members did much to hold floTn 
bootlegging and immorality ivhl!« I 
was mayor of Mer Rouse" He also 
stated that lawlessness is common 
at Mer Rouge and that he was among 
those who started to clean -op tne 
place The result, he said was a 
hard battle w,th bootleggers, moon- 
shiners and men o£ bad repute.

TELLS OF LAWLESSNESS 


"Just before I Hft Mer Rouge a 


boy of good family was shot in the 
back What did the sheriff and KOV- 
eraor do? The c?se was dismissed 
after a jury filled with bootleggers 
and the vicious element, declared 
the alleged murdered Innocent. 


"Xow, when a bootlegger and some 


one else is killed, the governor joins 
in the investigat.on 
This affa.r In 


my opinion, will dec <!e whether the 
decent and good element of the town 
will control "

Adjutant-General Toombs, sudden- 


ly called back from Washington by 
the governor, has arrived in More- 
house to direct the operations of the 
three companies of state troops en- 
camped here and at Mer P.ouge. 


DOUBTS BODIES. 


A statement, signed by J. A. Syl- 


vester of Bastrop, has been issued to 
the press in which doubt is expressed 
as to the identity of the bodiea found 
m Lake LaFourche and claimed by 
relatives as those of Watt Daniels 
and Thomas Richards, alleged vic- 
tims of, a hooded mob. 


"Although it is rumored that the 


bodies of Daniels and Richards have 
been found, there is, however, no pos- 
itive evidence that this is true," the 
statement said, and added: 


"Two objects are reported to have 


been floating near the banks of Lake 
LaPour<-he and it was presumed that 
these bodies were those ol the miss- 
ing men." 


OFFERS KLAN HELP. 


In regard to efforts to clear up the 


affair, the statement said: 


"Captain J. K SUpworth has ten- 


dered to the attorney general the as- 
sistance and co-operation of five hun- 
dred klarsmen to be used in any ca- 
pacity deemed necessary and assured 
him that it was the wish of the en- 
tire citizenship of the Morehouse klan 
that no stone be left unturned in fer- 
reting out and bringing to justice tho 
guilty parties connected in the case 
of the alleged kidnaping of Daniels 
and Richards. 


"Everything possible is being done 


by the klan that woi^ld be of assist- 
ance to the state and other authori- 
ties."

Great Britain 
Informed Turkev today that the Brit- 
ish never will abandon the Mosul oil 
v ilayet, as requested by the Turkish 
delegation and that no prolongation 
of the Near East conference can in- 
fluence the British government 
to 


recede from the position it has taken

CLAIMED BY TI F.KP 


The British position is outlined in 


B letter sent by Lord Carzon to Ismet 
Pasha, head of the Turkish delega- 
tion, covering the iormal reply of the 
British delegation to the Turkish 
note of Sunday last which insisted 
Mosul belonged to TurXev 


Lord Cu^zon said the Brllish gov- 


«rnment had expelled the Turks from 
tne Mosul area and occupied and *d- 
Jaimstercd 't. The Brltieh had taken 


a pledge to free the Arabs from Tur- 
kish rule and establish the govern- 
ment of the Iriak, and England since 
then had repeatedly given her word 
that the Arabs would not be inter- 
fered with. 


Lord 
Curzon added that* Great 


Britain had given her solemn pledge 
to let no foreign power take any part 
of this territory. 


PROTEST ARMENIANS 


The Turks Tuesday refused to at- 


tend a meeting of the sub-commission 
which had arranged to hear the plea 
of the Armenians for the establish- 
ment of a national home in Turkey, 
and Ismet Pasha and Riza Nur Bey 
sent strongly worded communications 
to the conference protesting against 
the decision to allow the Armenians 
to state their case. 


They declared that if the Armen- 


ians, who had no official 
standing 


and represented no independent gov- 
ernment, were heard by the confer- 
ence there was no reason why the 
Egyptians or the Irish should not be 
allowed to present their demands.

HAS HARDING'S VIEWS. 


Senator Lodge, who was said by his 


colleagues to have ascertanied the 
views of President Harding and his 
administration advisers, opened his 
attack as soon as the senate began 
work on the Borah proposal, which 
is in the form of an amendment to 
the annual naval bill requesting the 
president to csll an economic and 
armament conference. 


TOO MAMY DIFFICULTIES 


The foreign relations chairman re- 


counted the difficulties

armament limitation encountered at

conference a 


year ago and declared that in view of 
the attitude taken by other powers !t 
*ould be "useless"

DOZEN PLAN FIGHT

UP TO UNITED STATES. 


The question of foreign debts, Sen- 


ator Lodge- saJd, should be excluded 
from conference diiscussion and "set- 
tled by the United States alone" 


The Bora-h propbsal, also, Senator 


Lodge continued 
would bring the 


United States into the reparations de- 
bate. He added that "we are seek- 
ing no reparations " 


"There are many other things In- 


volved," said Mr Lodge, "if we are to 
enter into this business of restoring 
the stability of Europe we would be 
called upon to help not only France 
and Germany, but Austria, the Balk- 
uni, A-rla Minor and probably Russia. 


"It is easy 
enough to say 
'we 


should have a conference,' but when 
the natooni come together at our in- 
vitation' it assumes grave impor- 
tance "
